Spy case 
$2 billion spending 
hearing 
scheduled 
NEWARK. N.J. (UPI) - A hearing 
was ordered in U.S. District Court today 
in the case of Ivan Rogalsky, who was 
arrested Friday night on charges of pass­ 
ing classified documents to a Soviet 
agent. 
Rogalsky, 34, a resident alien of 
Jackson Township, N.J., is charged with 
obtaining documents to give to Yevgeniy 
Petrovich Karpov, second secretary to 
the Soviet Mission to the United Nations 
and a suspected Soviet intelligence 
agent. 
He was arraigned on the charges 
before U.S. Magistrate William Hunt 
Saturday. Hunt ordered the former Rus­ 
sian seaman held without bail, and 
today's hearing was called to determine 
if he (Rogalsky) can afford a lawyer. 
Rogalsky refused to answer questions 
about his financial status and was ap­ 
pointed a temporary attorney, Roger 
Lowenstein, a federal public defender, 
who said Rogalsky has been unemployed 
and is indigent. 
U S Attorney Jonathan Goldstein said 
FBI agents arrested Rogalsky Friday 
night in Lakewood. N.J., soon after he 
obtained a highly classified document.

boost; no tax hike 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. today proposed an “am ­ 
bitious but possible” $15.2 billion budget which would boost state spending by nearly 
$2 billion in a single year without a tax increase. 
Brown asked the legislature to provide 
extra property tax relief, to take a first 
step toward equalizing school funding 
and to construct new prison facilities to 
“lock up those who cannot conform to 
the rules of society.” 
The record budget is 14.2 per cent 
higher than current spending, but still 
would leave a whopping $846.3 million 
surplus at the end of the next fiscal year, 
June 30, 1978. 
The governor, with an eye toward the 
1978 election, said his spending plans 
would not require a tax hike “this year, 
next year or in the forseeable future.” 
Roy Bell, the governor’s finance chief, 
said “politically it would be nice” to 
credit to the Brown administration’s 
past tight rein on expenditures as the 
only reason for the bulging state coffers 
which will fund Brown’s spending plan. 
Instead, Bell cited these major fac­ 
tors: The economy proved brighter than

U.S. oil tanker splits in half 


BOSTON (UPI) — An American oil 
tanker with eight crewmen aboard was 
split in half today by pounding seas off 
the coast of Gloucester, Mass. There was 
no oil reported on board. 
Coast Guard spokesmen said the 160- 
foot tanker Chester A. Poling broke up 
six to eight miles off Cape Ann 
The Chester A. Poling was the 11th 
tanker mishap in or near American 
waters since Dec. 15. Seven of the acci­ 
dents involved Liberian-registered ves­ 
sels. 
It also was the third tanker accident 
off the U S north Atlantic coast since 
Dec. 15 when the Liberian-registered 
ship Argo Merchant went aground and 
broke up on Nantucket Shoal, dumping 
7.6 million gallons of oil in the ocean.

30, the P an am an ian - 
registered 
Grand Zenith, carrying 8.2 
million gallons of oil and a crew of 38, 
vanished 50 miles south of Cape Sable, 
Nova Scotia. 
The only trace of the Grand Zenith and 
its crew turned up by an extensive Coast 
Guard search was two orange lifejack­ 
ets stenciled with the words “Grand 
Zenith." a brown trunk and a mat-

predicted, boosting taxable personal in­ 
come, corporate profits and sales; 
education was less costly due to declin­ 
ing enrollment; and high property tax 
assessments permitted local govern­ 
ments to pay for a bigger share of 
welfare costs. 
The unexpectedly fat state pocketbook 
permitted Brown keep a healthy surplus 
and still propose an extra $480 million in 
relief for property taxpayers and elderly 
renters and $220 million for the first year 
of a five-year plan to equalize funding for 
public schools as ordered by the state 
Suprem e Court. 
Brown had outlined both plans 
previously. 
However, he spelled out for the first 
time that half of the state’s 3.9 million 
homeowners would qualify for property 
tax rebates of up to $700. He also said 
416,000 elderly renters would receive 
rebates under the plan, ranging from $15 
to $288. 
liie governor told reporters he thought 
relief for homeowners and elderly 
renters was preferable to an income tax 
rebate because of mounting protests 
over soaring property taxes. 
Brown asked the legislature to spend 
$94.2 million to build new prison 
facilities in Southern California to house 
an additional 2,400 convicts. He 
predicted that recently enacted laws 
would “substantially increase the prison 
population” and said he had a “hunch” 
judges would get tougher on criminals. 
The governor said the Department of 
Corrections would recommend in March 
how many prisons should be constructed 
and where they would be located. 
“For our troubled state hospitals,” 
Brown requested an additional $20.7 
million to hire 1,600 new hospital 
employes, mostly nurses and psychiatric 
technicians The 11 state hospitals have 
been plagued by reports of poor condi­ 
tions including suspicious deaths, a few 
at the hands of employes, and inadequate 
supervision. 
For schools from kindergarten through 
high school. Brown proposed spending 
$3.2 billion — a 10 per cent increase. This 
included the $220 million set aside for the 
first step toward meeting the “Serrano” 
court decision requiring equalized 
funding of public schools. 
The governor also proposed: 
— A 6.7 per cent hike for the Univer­ 
sity of California, 4.1 per cent extra for 
California State University and Colleges 
and 8.1 per cent more for community 
colleges. Total state spending for higher 
education would increase an average 6 


per cent to nearly $2 billion. 
— A $4 billion budget for health and 
welfare. $500 million more than current 
spending. Included is an extra $90 million 
for increased Medi-Cal payments for 
health providers other than physicians 
such as pharmacists. 
— A 5 per cent pay raise for most state 
employes. Notable exceptions would be 
judges, who will receive no increase un­ 
der a new state law, and teachers in the 
California State University and College 
System who would get only a 2.2 per cent 
raise. 
— A $91.7 million state construction 
program — nearly triple the current 
building program. Included would be 
three major new office buildings in 
Sacramento, plus facilities in Long 
Beach, San Francisco and San Jose. 
— A $102 million reserve for settle­ 
ments in pending courts cases. One set­ 
tlement of up to $57 million may be paid 
to a group of hospitals who sued the 
Department of Health for attempting to 
limit Medi-Cal payment increases to 10 
per cent a year. 
— Doubling state support for the arts 
to $4.9 million because "society is more 
than bricks and m ortar.’’ Brown’s 
budget said the goal is to create a “bet­ 
ter life for both people and Redwoods’ 
and to nurture “sprouts of creativity.” 
Inevitably, the budget was the biggest 
of any state in the nation. 


Armed youths

SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - Two 
armed teen-aged bandits robbed an all- 
night market in the San Francisco area 
of $600 early Sunday then comman­ 
deered a customer’s car and drove south 
with the store clerk and customer as 
hostages. 
About nine hours later, the youths, 
aged 15 and 17, halted the car in the 
Guadalupe area of Santa Barbara County 
and left the hostages tied up in a field. 
The youths drove on to Buellton, aban­ 
doned the car and boarded a Greyhound 
bus for Santa Barbara, authorities sai<|. 
Meanwhile, the clerk and the customer 
freed themselves and called Sheriff’s 
deputies, alerting them to the bus escape 
plan. 


When the bus rolled to a stop in Goleta, 
deputies were waiting. They boarded the 
bus and took the youths into custody 
without incident. Deputies said they 
recovered the stolen cash, a revolver and 
a knife. 
They were booked on suspicion of 
armed robbery, kidnaping and grand 
theft auto.

Problems of new juvenile law

(Editor's note: This is the second and 
final segment of an article on a new 
juvenile law that went into effect on Jan. 


I ) 
Law enforcement agencies generally 
are worried about one aspect of the 
Dixon-Torres Juvenile Justice Act: the 
part that says they cannot put a runaway 
into a locked facility of any sort. 
If a runaway is picked up by police, he 
can be held for 30 minutes to about an 
hour, but then must be placed in an un­ 
locked home if the parents have not 
arrived to pick up the youngster. Police 
argue that the youngster can walk out 
the back door of the shelter type home 
and the search of the parents begins all 
over again. 
Some of those in law enforcement see 
the dilemma leading to the detention of 
the youngster under the more serious 
sections of the welfare and institutions 
code as a desperation move to hold on to 
the youngster until a parent can get 
there. 


One of the more knowledgeable ex­ 
perts working in the field, Dale 
Harrington, assistant county prohation 
officer, has a lot to say about the new 
law. 
First of all he concedes that there will 
be a problem initially at any rate with 
the section of the law dealing with plain 
runaways (Runaways are governed by 
code section 601; while the more serious 
offender, the actual lawbreaker is 
governed by section 602.) 
For society as a whole, the problem is 
greater than the dilemma of how to cope 
with the status offender, or the plain 
runaway or truant. Harrington notes that 
a runaway or a truant cannot be commit­ 
ted any longer to Los Prietos Boys 
Camp “ A runaway can be placed in a 
foster type home or institution, but not 
those characterized as correctional type 
programs. ' he said last week. 
Basically the new law provides for 
crisis resolution homes, where there’s an 
effort to counsel with the parent and the 
child: shelter care homes, where the 
youngster can live for longer periods of 


time; and generally, non-secure or non­ 
locked facilities. Harrington says the 
probation department must “see to it 
that there are services available to help 
the youngster and the parent resolve 
their problems ” It was not immediately 
clear what this would entail over and 
beyond what is presently being provided. 
One of the basic changes brought about 
by the law. and the part that has led to 
the description of the law as “getting 
tough.” with the youthful law violator is 
this If the youth is 16 years of age or 
older and commits any of 11 different 
crimes, he can be processed in adult 
court. At the top of the list is the crime of 
murder In the past, a youngster was 
processed by juvenile court for serious 
and non-serious crime if he was under 18 
years of age. unless there was an 
overriding showing that he was unfit for 
juvenile court. That rarely ever hap­ 
pened 
In other respects the law is tougher 
because it gives the district attorney the 
whip handle so to speak in terms of filing 
p n ,- n n la in le 
A ll n n m n l a i n l « a o a i n d v n iil h 


are now to be filed by the district at­ 
torney. Youth will still be referred to the 
probation department, but the district 
attorney will have the last word. 
The disstrict attorney also has other 
powers for the first time. He can in­ 
tercede if in his view the youth who had 
committed a more serious crime was 
scheduled for a relatively harmless 
probation penalty. 
By the same token the law will permit 
a home supervision program where the 
district attorney and the probation 
department deen\ the home qualifies for 
it That could be interpreted as possible 
for those formerly sent to Los Prietos 
Boys Camp 
Money may very well be a serious 
problem in administering the law, ac­ 
cording to H arrington. Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning grants have 
been received to pay for crisis care and 
shelter care parts of the program Two 
persons have also been hired for the 
home supervision programs and case 
loads have been restricted to 10 youth for 
each counselor.

He said that if the report 
shows the EDA followed the 
guidelines exactly, he would 
like to see it. 
“ If the result is going to be 
similar, it will change my way 
of thinking on future bills of this 
nature.’ Lagomarsino said “ I 
can’t see pumping another two 
to four billion dollars into a 
program that won’t bring any 
results to our district.”

An outbreak of lewdness and 
rapes in the More Mesa area of 
G o l e t a 
V a l le y 
c a u s e d 
homeowner groups and other 
citizen organizations today to 
ask the Board of Supervisors to 
help solve the problem. 
Second District Supervisor 
Robert E Kallman said he has 
been appealed to in order to br­ 
ing the matter before the board. 
Concerned citizens, including 
orchid grower Paul Gripp, of 
1250 Orchid Dr., explained they 
initially have asked Kallman to 
push for a remedy because the 
Third District supervisorial of­ 
fice — with new Supervisor 
William Wallace — is in a 
“transition period,” with outgo­ 
ing Supervisor James M. Slater 
having just left office Jan. 3. 
Gripp said acts of perversion, 
in his opinion, could be traced 
to the three years of impact of 
the More Mesa nude beach, 
which he said now attracts 
persons from throughout the 
state when the weather is 
favorable. 
Prior to Dec. 27. said Gripp. 
there were two rapes within a 
three-week period in the area. 
He declared there are many 
residents of the immediate area 
who can testify to their ex­ 
periences of lewd and other 
irregular conduct. 
In a letter dispatched to 
Kallman's office. Gripp said 
there is sentiment rising to 
close the beach “if the Sheriff’s 
Department and the county 
cannot keep control of rape, 
harassment, and lawlessness 
on More Mesa.” 
Health problems arise from 
the fact there are persons from 
as many as one hundred cars 
frequenting the undesignated 
beach in the day with no 
restrooms, added Gripp.

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Schools close, traffic 
snarled as heavy winter 
storm hits wide area

Violent winter snow storms, 
occasionally reaching blizzard 
intensity, raged from the 
Midwest to the Northeast early 
today, snarling travel and clos­ 
ing schools and businesses in 
wide areas. 
Seven inches of snow clogged 
Chicago by early today and 
forecasts called for up to three 
additional inches. The snow 
snarled traffic throughout the 
m e t r o p o l i t a n area and 
hundreds of plows and salt 
trucks were sent to work. Cars 
skidded into ditches and even a 
snow plow ran off the road. 
There were no serious injuries. 


New York City’s first major 
storm of 1977 was met by plows 
and salt spreaders to battle 
against a predicted three to five 
inches of snow. 
New Jersey state police 
reduced the speed limit on the 
entire 100 miles of the New 
Jersey Turnpike from 55 miles 
per hour to to 35 m.p.h. because 
of the snow and high winds. 


New England, still reeling 
from a storm that dumped 20 in­ 
ches of snow Friday, braced for 
up to a foot of new snow today. 
Many school systems, includ­ 
ing Boston’s, closed schools to­ 
day and Massachusetts tran­ 
sportation officals urged driv­ 
ers to avoid driving “unless ab­ 
solutely necessary and then 
only if properly equipped and 
a n t i c i p a t i n g 
f re que nt 
delays.” 
A spokesman for the Massa­ 
chusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority said commuters 
should expect bus and rapid 
transit service to be slowed 
down by the storm. 


More than a foot of snow 
closed schools in Missouri and 
forced cancellation of today’s 
inaugural parade for Missouri 
Governor-elect Joseph Teas- 
dale. 
Heavy snow also closed 
schools in eastern Kansas. 
Blizzard warnings were post­ 
ed today for Missouri, Illinois 
and portions of Indiana and 


heavy snow warnings covered 
parts of Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia. Virginia, Maryland 
and the Carolinas. Winter 
storm warnings stretched from 
Maryland to New Jersey and 
north to southern New England. 
The storm dumped snow a 
foot deep over a wide area from 
Arkansas into the lower Ohio 
Valley. Harrison, Ark., 
reported 13 inches. Eight inches 
of snow hit St. Louis, Mo., and 
Evansville, Ind. More than a 
foot of snow hit Southern 
Illinois, closing small airports, 
snarling traffic and closing 
schools and businesses.

Brown tax relief plan outlined 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. dis­ 
closed details of his property 
tax relief plan today, calling for 
direct cash rebates up to $700 
for half of the state’s 3.9 million 
homeowners — those who are 
“ the hardest hit.’’ 
Brown called the $480 million 
program, which also includes 
cash rebates for nearly a half­ 
million elderly renters, “ sub­ 
stantial ” 
Under the plan. 1.9 million 
homeowners would be entitled 
to cash rebates from the state 
depending on their income and 
their tax bills, and the rebates 
would be in the mail by late 
sum m er or early fall. The 
r e m a in in g 
1.9 
m illio n 
homeowners would get nothing 
The lower the income and the 
higher the tax bill, the larger 
the rebate would be up to the 
$700 limit 
Each homeowner would have 
to file with the state for the 


rebate. 
The program would continue 
into future years providing that 
the governor was successful in 
his demand for new spending 
lim itations on local govern­ 
ments. the details of which he 
also disclosed, and providing 
v o te r s a p p ro v e d a c o n ­ 
stitutional change to allow 
separate property tax rates for 
businesses and homes. 
“ You take those two con­ 
ditions aw ay.” Brown said, 
“and this program cannot be 
financed ” 
Because it was prepared only 
recently, the property tax plan 
was not included as an item of 
Brown s 
1977-78 fiscal year 
budget proposal. But the $480 
million was reserved to finance

Daoud. a high official of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion. was arrested Friday while 
visiting the French capital with 
a PLO delegation. 
West Germany, which issued 
the w arrant for Daouds arrest, 
also is considering asking for 
his extradition. 
West Germ an Justice Minis­ 
ter Hans Jochen Vogel said in a 
television appearance Sunday 
night that West Germany had 20 
days to demand Daoud s ex­ 
tradition. West German justice 
officials said the Bonn govern­ 
ment would decide early this 
week whether to ask for his ex­ 
tradition. 
In Bonn, a justice departm ent 
spokesman said the cabinet of 
the state of Bavaria, where the 
Olympic m assacre took place, 
will decide Tuesday whether to 
ask the West German govern­ 
ment to request France to ex­ 
tradite Daoud. 
Algeria. Libya and Iraq have 
protested Daoud s arrest and 
the PLO in a statem ent said 
Arab countries considered the 
action “ an unfriendly gesture 
towards the Arab world “ 
Israel demanded Daoud s ex­ 
tra d itio n on gro u n d s th a t 
terrorists committing crim es 
against Israelis should be tried 
in Israel.

Ford planned to start the 
week by presenting the Medal 
of Freedom to 22 persons, in­ 
cluding Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller, Lady Bird John­ 
son, baseball star Joe DiMaggio 
and songwriter Irving Berlin. 
The medal is the highest 
civilian honor a President can 
bestow and the White House 
presentation was one of the last 
ceremonial events Ford will 
host 


The President told an inter­ 
viewer for The Washington 
Post Sunday he will have some 
surprises before Jan. 20, but 
gave no indication of the sub­ 
jects. 
E ven w ithout su rp ris e s , 
h ow ever, Ford has a full 
schedule. 
A W hite H ouse 
sp o k e sm an sa id ‘‘it w ill 
probably be the busiest week 
since the election.” 
Ford will deliver a nationally 
televised State of the Union 
message to a joint session of 
Congress Wednesday night, and 
is to submit a fiscal 1978 budget 
to Capitol Hill on Jan. 17, three 
days before his term ends.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Gary Gilmore wants to know 
why the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union can’t let him alone 
and what it plans to do to stop 
his execution next week 
“The first thing Gary asked 
me was ‘What’s going to hap­ 
pen'’’ " Ron Stanger. the con­ 
demned convict’s lawyer, said 
“ He’s just as puzzled by this as 
I am.

“ And the U S Supreme Court 
has also declined to stop the ex­ 
ecution, ruling that a sim ilar 
appeal from his mother was 
without standing.” Stanger said 
Sunday. He said any ACLU ap­ 
peal to the high court would 
probably be faced with the 
same ruling. 
Henry Schwartzchild. direc­ 
tor of the ACLU’s cap ital 
punishment project, wrote in an 
open letter to the killer Sunday. 


“Sorry, but we won’t let you 
turn us into killers — of you or 
of anybody else.”

Eden back home in 
critical condition 


LONDON (UPI) — Form er Prime Minister Anthony 
Eden, who was flown back to England Sunday and met at the 
airport by an ambulance, was listed in critical condition 
from a worsening liver condition. 
Eden, who carries the title Lord Avon, was taken to his 
country home at Alvediston, near Salisbury, 85 miles west of 
London, where he was examined by two doctors. 
“Lord Avon’s health has deteriorated rapidly in recent 
days due to progressing liver failure,” his private secretary 
said, in a statement issued after the doctors’ visit. 
‘‘Therefore, in conformity with his wishes, it was decided 
to bring him back to England. He is being cared for at his 
home,'’ it said. 
Lord and Lady Avon were vacationing with friends in 
Florida when his condition worsened. At the request of his 
family. Prime Minister Jam es Callaghan ordered the RAF 
to send an aircraft to return the ailing former prime 
minister to England. 
Dr Richard Bayliss, one of the two doctors who saw him, 
said Lord Avon, 79, was still conscious and ‘‘very happy to be 
back home.” The other doctor was Lord Avon’s family doc­ 
tor, Christopher Brown. 
A medical team accompanied Lord and Lady Avon on the 
eight-hour flight from Florida to the RAF base at Lyneham, 
Wiltshire A special hydraulic cabin was used to lift him 
from the VC10 jet to a waiting ambulance. 
The ambulance was given a police escort for the drive to 
Alvediston. and a second ambulance, believed to be carrying 
members of the medical team, followed. 
The family asked that there be no publicity attached to the 
mercy flight 
Lord Avon, then Anthony Eden, became foreign secretary 
in 1935. and served in that post for 14 years. He succeeded Sir 
Winston Churchill as prime minister in April, 1956. 
Ill health, aggravated by the Suez crisis in October 1956. 
forced him to resign in January 1957.

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Budget calls for 
5, per cent pay hike 
$20.7 million hospital spending plan 


LCRAM ENTO (UPtI) - 
Gashing with the state Person­ 
nel Board, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. is proposing a 5 per 
cent pay raise for most state 
employes for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 
Notable exceptions to the 
plan disclosed in Brown’s 
proposed state budget, howe­ 
ver, are judges, who will 
receive no raise under a new 
state law, and teachers in the 
California State University and 
College System. 
The legislature last year ac­ 
cepted Brown’s plan to give 
most state workers a flat $70-a- 
month pay raise. Approval of 
the plan came only after the 
California State Employees’ 
Association endorsed it on the 
basis of Brown's assurances it 
was for only one year. 
The governor’s proposed 
budget calls for a $235.8 million 
pay hike, about 5 per cent. The 
Personnel Board last week 
recommended a 10.1 per cent 
raise, including benefits. 
But the governor’s budget 
only included a 2.2 per cent hike 
for academ ic employes at 
schools in the state college 
system. University of Califor­ 
nia employes would receive a 
5 per cent increase. 
Charles C. Harper, a Depart­ 
ment of Finance official, said 
the 2.2 per cent figure was 
based on a recommendation by 
the California Postsecondary 
Education Commission which 
compared salaries at 20 col­ 
leges and universities, both

The board, which supervises 
secret ballot union representa­ 
tion elec tions on California 
ranches, farms, dairies, and 
nurseries, ran out of money last 
February 
Re-financing of the board was 
blocked until last July by 
growers and some rural legisla­ 
tors dissatisfied with the 
board's policies. The board did 
not actually resume operations 
until last fall.

The more than 1,000 judges in 
the state will receive no pay 
raise under a bill sponsored by 
Brown last year and passed by 
the legislature.

$4.9 million 


set for arts 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Hoping to create a “better life 
for both people and Redwoods” 
and to nurture “ sprouts of 
creativity.” Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. today called for 
more than doubling government 
support for arts to $4.9 million 
next year. 
The request, included in 
Brown's proposed new state 
budget, was up from $1.9 
million last year — or an in­ 
crease of 259 per cent — and up 
from $911,000 the year before. 
And. not only was spending 
up, but so were the rhetorical 
flourishes that accompanied 
the budget proposal. 
In explaining a request for 
$4.2 million for the state Arts 
Council. Brown’s budget set 
forth goals, both short-range 
and long-range. 
Included were these: “ To 
nurture and support the many 
sprouts of creativity struggling 
throughout the state” and “To 
deepen the sense of beauty and 
complexity of the land of the 
State of California, and encour­ 
age expression that draws from 
and clarifies the actual places 
we live, to the end of a better 
life for both people and 
Redwoods " 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. to­ 
day called for a $20.7 million 
spending plan to hire 1,600 new 
state hospital employes and 
warned lawmakers that the 
state may face financial losses 
due to lawsuits. 
The g overnor’s 1977-78 
proposed state budget for 
health and welfare also includ­ 
ed a plan to improve safety con­ 
ditions at state hospitals, a hike 
in Medi-Cal payments and man­ 
dated increases in welfare 
grants. 
Under Brown’s proposal, 
1,600 new hospital employes, 


most of them nurses and psy­ 
chiatric technicians, would be 
hired at the state’s 11 mental 
hospitals by the end of the next 
fiscal year in June 1978. 
Most of the new workers 
would be assigned to programs 
for the mentally retarded, and 
others would work with the 
mentally ill or severely hand­ 
icapped patients who live out- 
isde the facilities. 
Brown ordered the hiring 
plan 
i m p l e m e n t e d 
in 
December, but did not detail 
the extent of the program. His 
proposed budget included 
money to keep workers hired 


prior to the start of the fiscal 
year on the job as well as for 
hiring others. 
Also included in the budget 
was $23 million in construction 
money to improve safety condi­ 
tions for the 15,000 mental 
hospital patients, especially at 
older hospitals where fire is 
more of a danger. 
The governor proposed a $60 
million contingency fund to 
cover possible settlements of 
lawsuits pending against the 
Department of Health. 
The largest suit, the settle­ 
ment of which could reach $57 
million, was filed by a group of 


hospitals against the depart­ 
ment in 1975 when it attempted 
to limit Medi-Cal payment in­ 
creases to 10 per cent. 
A federal court has ruled 
against the department, but the 
state is appealing the case, but 
unless it receives a “stay” 
barring payment of the judg­ 
ment during the appeal, it will 
have to begin making back pay­ 
ments to the hospitals. 
Finance Director Roy Bell 
said the $57 million was in­ 
cluded in the budget “so the 
legislature would be warned 
about the situation.” 
The governor’s welfare 


proposal was designed to meet 
m andated cost-of-living in­ 
creases as well as a required 6 
per cent increase in basic 
grants to persons receiving Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children. 
Finance experts called it a 
“holding action” budget since 
the number of persons receiv­ 
ing public assistance leveled off 
during the last fiscal year. 
Under the plan, an average 
welfare family of four would 
receive a $22 monthly increase 
beginning July 1, bringing its 
monthly grant to $424. 
The increase was required by 


legislation signed by Brown last 
year which mandated the 
percentage increase in pay­ 
ments as well as a dollar-for- 
dollar matching of consumer 
price index hikes. 
Persons receiving aid to the 
aged, blind and disabled, will 
also receive increases. For ex­ 
ample, under the joint state- 
federal program a married cou­ 
ple would have their monthly 
payments boosted by $35 to 
$557. 
In addition, Brown proposed a 
$90 million hike in payments to 
Medi-Cal providers other than 
physicians.

Once and for all, the Raiders showed the world they didn t 
d eserve the loser’s im age they had been given and they 
m ight have saved their very best for the very last. 
In 60-degree w eather and under sunny skies after a w eek of 
rain in southern California, the Raiders ended the myth they 
couldn’t win the big one by defeating the Vikings 32-14 Sun­ 


day at the Rose Bowl. 
t 
By winning their last 12 in a row to finish with a 16-1 
record, the Raider machine becam e the second best Super 
Bowl winner in history Don Shula’s Super Bowl VII cham ­ 
pion M iami Dolphins had a perfect 17-0 record. 
Playing before a national tv audience estim ated at 75 
million, and a record Super Bowl crowd of 
R aiders turned a blocked Ray Guy punt 
the first of his four- 
year pro career—into the turning point of the gam e. 
They recovered Brent McClanahan’s fumble on 
the 


Oakland two and m arched to the M innesota seven, where 
veteran Errol Mann, the kicker who wound up with George 
Blanda’s old job. kicked a 24-yard field goal That put them in 
the lead 3-0, 48 seconds into the second quarter and the rout 
was on. 
Before interm ission. Stabler passed one yard to tight end 
D ave Casper and P ete Banaszak ran one yard for touch­ 
downs. and Oakland led 16-0 at halftim e. 
“ When we w ere ahead 16-0,’’ said W illie Brown, the 
Raiders' 14-year pro. “ I knew the gam e w as over. I knew it 
would be real hard for them to com e back ” 
For a w hile, the Vikings looked as if they w ere going to 
becom e the victim s of the first Super Bowl shutout. The 
gam e w as that one-sided. 
After Mann drilled a 40-yard field goal to m ake it 19-0 in 
the third quarter, Tarkenton directed the Vikings on a 69- 
yard. 12-play touchdown drive, passing eight yards to rookie 
Sam m y White for the first M innesota score. 
The Vikings didn’t get another touchdown until Bob L ee, 
replacing Tarkenton after Brown raced back a Tarkenton 


pass a Super Bowl-record 75 yards for a fourth Oakland 
touchdown w ith 5:43 to go, passed 13 yards to tight end Stu 
Voight. 
“ Right now, I can’t im agine even getting up tom orrow 
m orning,” said Tarkenton when asked if he planned to com e 
back for his 17th N FL season. 
“ I want to get aw ay and not see a football for a long tim e. 
M aybe in April or M ay I’ll start thinking about playing 
again .” 
Then he sm iled and added, “ I m ay never play again but 
you’re asking m e at the wrong tim e. Everybody retires in 
January but th ey’re right back there in Ju ly.” 


For Tarkenton, the m ulti-talented quarterback, who dou­ 
bles as a sportscaster, and M innesota’s poker-faced coach, 
Bud Grant, it w as Super Bowl failure No. 4 in four tries. 


With 6:06 left in the opening half and Oakland ahead 10-0, 
Ahmad R ashad dropped a bomb from Tarkenton on the 
Raider 39-yard line. The pass had touchdown w ritten all over 
it. 


“T hat’s w hat I m ea n ,” Grant declared. “ H e m ight catch 
the next 300 in a row .” 


“ It just happened,” explained Rashad. “ I don’t drop too 
m any.” 


The final first-half sta tistics told the full story. The 
R aiders had a 16-4 advantage in first downs and had rolled up 
288 total yards to 86 for the Vikings. Tarkenton had only 59 
yards passing and the M innesota rushing attack had just 27 
yards. 


Clarence D avis had his best day as a pro by rushing for 137 
yards on 16 carries. 


“ We w ere criticized that we couldn’t run. Som e of you in 
this room even said that. But if anybody had any doubts, 
w e’ll gladly go outside and prove it again.

Bright economic 
outlook in budget 
$ 
SACRAMENTO <UPI) - 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr.'s 
proposed state budget predicts 
the economic outlook in Cali­ 
fornia during the coming two 
years will be bright — more 
jobs, less inflation and in­ 
creased construction activity. 
Brown forecast a 12.2 per 
cent boost in corporate profits 
in 1977 to $16 2 billion 
The 
Democratic governor said this 
was an indication that “Cali­ 
fornia has one of the best 
econom ic clim ates in the 
United States.' 
The spending plan also 
painted this rosy picture: 
— California’s jobless rate 
will gradually fall from the pre­ 
sent 9 6 per cent to 8.4 per cent 
during the coming year and 
then down to 7.4 per cent in 
1978 
— Inflation, which stands at 
6.1 per cent, will drop to 5 2 per 
cent during 1977-78. 
— Personal income will hit 
the $169 5 billion m ark during 
1977. an increase of 10.1 per 
cent over 1976. A further gain of 
9 8 per cent during 1978 will 
push personal income to $186 
billion. 
— Non-residential building is 
expected to show a significant 
im provem ent d u rin g 1977, 
registering strong advances in 
office and store construction 


Brown, however, warned that 
continuation of the drought that 
has plagued much of the state 
for two years could slow the 
economic pace and decrease 
farm income. 
Brown told reporters Cali­ 
fornia must have a “ moderate­ 
ly good" economy in the next 
couple years to enable the state 
to provide lasting property tax 
relief, to comply with court 
o rd e rs to eq u alize school 
financing and keep a “ prudent" 
surplus 
In the past year, the budget 
said, the California job m arket 
expanded by 293.000 jobs — a 3 8 
per cent from the previous 
year Personal income jumped 
10 5 per cent in the same time. 
Major gains were registered 
in non-aerospace manufactur­ 
ing, services, trade and the 
finance-insurance-real 
estate 
sector But the state unemploy­ 
ment rate during the last year 
remained relatively high, ave­ 
raging 9 6 per cent. 
“Of significance is the fact 
that the rate declined after 
mid-year and appears to be on 
the downtrend at the present 
tim e." Brown's proposed budg­ 
et said 
It said m ajor increases in 
employment are expected to 
provide an additional 270.000 
jobs in 1978 


Lean budget increases 
for California schools 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - For 
the first time since World War 
II. school enrollments are in the 
midst of decline in every area 
of California public education 
except community colleges. 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr.'s 
new state budget says. 
The drop, long predicted by 
education experts, resulted in 
Brown s proposing lean budget 
in c re a se s 
for C a lifo rn ia 
schools. It also portends signifi­ 
cant changes in educational 
finance for future years 
“ We re seeing an end of an 
era. 
said Brown's finance 
chief. Roy Bell.. 
As Brown had said earlier, 
the budget set aside $220 million 
for the first year of a five-year 
program to comply with the 
“ S e rra n o " c o u rt decision 
requiring equalized funding of 
public schools 
But the governor did not dis­ 
close any additional details of 
the school finance proposal he 
will present to the legislature 
If the legislature approves 
Brown's Serrano plan, state 
spending for basic education 
will increase by 10 per cent to 
$3 2 billion during the next 
fiscal year beginning July 1 If 
the Serrano hike is not included, 
the new funds proposed by 
Brown would be only a 2 4 per 
cent increase or $70 7 million 


For higher education, the 
governor proposed an overall 6 
per cent increase 


The state College and Univer­ 
sity Svstem would receive only 
a 4.1 per cent hike, the Univer­ 
sity of California a 6.7 per cent 
raise and 8 1 per cent more for 
community colleges 
Total spending would be $700 
million for UC. $638 million for 
state colleges and $556 million 
for community colleges 
More significantly in the long 
run 
the budget for the first 
time forecast an overall enroll­ 
ment reduction of 35.605 stu­ 
dents in elementary and high 
schools 
Bell said this was the result 
of reduced birth rates since the 
"baby boom" after World War 
II 
He said it will have a m ajor 
im pact on state education 
funding in future years as fewer 
teachers and smaller school 
facilities are needed for shrink­ 
ing classes 
The budget also reported that 
in the current year enrollments 
for the University of California 
and state colleges dropped for 
the first time since the late 
1940s 
The reductions were 1.081 stu­ 
dents for UC and 2.281 for the 
colleges 
Three new state office 
buildings in new budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov Edmund G Brown wants 
to spend $91 7 million for con­ 
struction of new state govern­ 
ment buildings during the next 
fiscal year — almost triple 
what the state is paying this 
year 
Included in Brown's spending 
proposal is money for three new 
s t a t e offi ce bui l di ngs in 
Sacramento, plus facilities in 
Long Beach. San Francisco and 
San Jose 
The increased spending on 
state-owned building is a shift 
from the Reagan adm inistra­ 
tion policy of leasing office 
space from private landlords 
“The intent is to reverse the 
p re se n t use of high co st, 
privately owned, state leased 
office space." the budget docu­

p r e s e n t e d to t he 
legislature said. 
Highlighting the capital out­ 
lay portion of the $15 2 billion 
budget were plans for 
— A $10 4 million state office 
building in Long Beach

million 
— A building to house the 
D e p a r t m e n t of J u s t i c e in 
Sacramento at a cost of $19 


million 
— Fitting solar heating 
devices, insulation, and sun 
control devices on state buil­ 
dings. Cost $4 5 million

Polly's Pointers 


Handy-dandy hints 
Sj for household chores 


By Polly Cram er 


DEAR REA D ERS: Around-the-bouse repairs have always 
been an ordeal for many people. Here are a few hints gathered 
over the years that simplify many chores. 
DEAR PO LLY — When I could not find a yardstick, I hit on 
the idea of thumbtacking my tape measure to the broom han­ 
dle. This worked well, since 1 wanted to measure from the 
ceiling down. With the extra length provided by the broom, I 
did not have to stand on anything to reach the ceiling. 
DEAR PO LLY — Those who doubt their carpentry skill can 
use an old comb to hold small nails in position, instead of get­ 
ting their fingers in the way of the hammer. 
DEAR PO LLY — To save time, bruised fingers or even an 
uneven rod, when starting to hammer a curtain rod bracket on 
to a window frame, use clear tape on it first. Drive in the nails 
and remove the tape. The bracket does not slip and it is just 
where you want it to be. 
DEAR PO LLY — Try using golf tees to stop window rattles 
in the winter. The tees are easy to insert in the proper places 
in the frame. They w ill not show, but certainly stop the noise. 
DEAR PO LLY — Put several soft paper towels by the 
telephone before starting a painting project. If you have to 
answer the telephone while working, pick up a towel and then 
the phone. 
DEAR PO LLY — Before storing a hot water bottle, blow 
lightly in it (after draining) and quickly screw on the top. The 
air inside w ill hold the sides apart. 
DEAR PO LLY — Before driving nails for large picture 
hooks in the wall, first look and see where the nails for the 
baseboards were driven in. Nails for baseboards are put in the 
studdings which give support that plaster alone w ill not 
provide. 
DEAR PO LLY — To keep pictures hanging straight on the 
wall, put a round corn pad on each bottom corner of the back 
of the frame. 
DEAR PO LLY — Instead of discarding old dish drainers, we 
save them to use in the winter. Place the drainer on several 
thicknesses of old newspapers, then place wet boots in the 
drainer until the water drains off of them. If plenty of 
newspapers are used there w ill he no mess when the dry boots 
are removed. Roll up paper and discard. 
DEAR PO LLY — when you write names and addresses in 
I 
our address hook, write the names with ink hut the addresses 
i pencil. Addresses so often change, so you w ill have a neater 
book if you follow this Pointer. 
DEAR PO LLY — When someone borrows a book from me, I 
remove the paper jacket and write the borrower’s name in 
pencil on it. I keep this. If the book is not returned in a 
reasonable time, I know where it is and can drop a gentle hint 
to the borrower 
DEAR PO LLY - With five children, sorting laundry and 
then putting it away used to be a taxing chore I finally put up 
a long shelf in the laundry room with the children’s names 
taped on at intervals. Cup hooks were put underneath the shelf 
to hold coat hangers. Now I just put the clean clothes on the 
shelf. Each child knows which section is his and they put away 
their own clothes.

In power 


It is certainly apparent now 
that a powerful force from 
South Santa Barbara County is 
now in control of the regional 
coastal commission. It is ap­ 
parent from the recent ap­ 
pointm ents m ade in the 
reorganization of the commis­ 
sions and committees which 
control such development. 
The appointments to the im­ 
portant regional coastal com­ 
mission give the southern 
part of the county an un­ 
precedented voice on this all- 
powerful body. Four of the 
members are from the first 
district of the county. All ap­ 
pointees have 
a 
common 
philosophy of no-growth. 


Governor Brown appointed 
Naomi 
S c h w a r tz , 
A s­ 
semblyman Gary Hart’s aide, 
to the new state coastal com­ 
mission and her vacancy was 
filled by the appointment of 
Mary Looker of Montecito. 
Other appointments are Super­ 
visor David Yager, Tim Terry 


and Lehua A. Rook, all first 
district residents. 
It would appear that our 
supervisor, Robert Hedlund, 
holds a few key votes also in 
growth decisions with his ap­ 
pointment to the Local Agency 
Formation Commission which 
rules on incorporation and an­ 
nexations and as chairman of 
the County Water Agency. 
Supervisor Hedlund deplored 
the label of “no-growth” can­ 
didate during his campaign, 
stating that he would study 
each issue individually and 
vote according to his findings. 
Now that he is in such power­ 
ful positions, it is going to be 
interesting to see the outcome 
of his deliberations. 
All in all, however, it ap­ 
pears from last w eek’s 
organizational sessions that 
efforts will be made to employ 
a strategy that ended in water 
moratoriums and building 
moratoriums in Goleta and 
Montecito. In other words, no 
growth. 


On the Right by William F. Buckley 
Keegan's complaint 


The news is coming to us rather 
gradually that the Soviet Union has em ­ 
barked on a huge program of civil 
defense. Given the indifference to human 
life displayed by successive Communist 
governments, their abrupt concern for 
mere hi man beings provokes attention. 
And. indeed, we con­ 
tinue to learn. Major 
G eneral G eorge J. 
Keegan Jr. has just 
now retired as chief of 
A ir 
F o r c e 
I n te llig e n c e , and 
devoted three hours to 
what is planned as 
o n ly th e f i r s t of 
several valedictory 
briefings. 
At that, it is reassur­ 
ing to note that the 
general is not stepping 
fro m a lif e tim e 's 
career in intelligence 
into, say. the vice­ 
p re s id e n c y of th e 
Dime Savings Bank. 
He is going on. in a civilian capacity, in 
the same line of work, as executive vice 
president of the United States Strategic 
Institute, and as m ilitary editor of the 
organization's publication, Strategic 
Review 
The general’s message is really quite 
simple: the United States, after eight 
years of Republican Administrations, is 
now the number two m ilitary power on 
earth. 
Just what does that mean? It does not 
really m atter if yours is the second or 
even the tenth military power on earth if 
you are equipped to secure your 
sovereignty. The fact of the m atter is 
that, according to General Keegan, we 
are not so equipped. We have flown un­ 
der the flags of sev eral stra te g ic 
doctrines in recent years, but they all 
have in common, really, our presumed 
capacity to deter. The Soviet Union with 
its massive civil defense system — never 
mind the half dozen new strategic m is­ 
sile system s they intend to test in the 
next few years — has upset this balance. 
Listen to this. In the past, American 
intelligence estim ates were harrowing 
enough. They told us that in the event of 
war. as many as ten Americans would be 
killed for every Russian. Even with that 
ratio we could, to use the most morbid 
word under the circumstances, live with 
the situ atio n . Now, says G eneral 
Keegan, he estim ates that in the event of 
a nuclear exchange, 35 to 40 Americans 
would be killed for every Russian 
What went wrong? General Keegan 
believes that civilian authority is fine, 
but that civilians are not trained to ex­ 
amine as ruthlessly as military men are 
trained to do. the strategic-m ilitary 
questions. Take, for instance, SALT 1. 
That was a civilian party. Mr. Nixon and 
Mr. Kissinger Now, Nixon is a tough 
hombre, and one likes to believe that, in 
the national interest, he might even have 
stooped to effecting a break-in at the 
Soviet Embassy, if necessary. And take 
Henry Kissinger. No one in government 
was more shocked than he when, in 1969, 
he probed the misleading strategic es­ 
tim ates made by the CIA, estim ates born 
of ideological complacency Yet both 
men took over SALT 1, the underlying 
premise of which was that the two super­ 
powers held each other’s civilian popula­ 
tion hostage. 
“ In fa c t," says G eneral Keegan, 
“ (SALT 1) was based on the wholly 
erroneous assumption that the Soviets 
were not seriously engaged in a major,

centrally directed civil defense effort." 
But repeated suggestions during the 
past five years to the effect that the 
Soviet Union has been loopholing its 
legions through SALT 1. have been dis­ 
missed outright by the White House and 
the State Department. And, accordingly, 
America, even with its 90 billion dollar 
defense budget, sleeps. Will C arter now 
awaken us? 
It is a cliche, but like mo6t cliches a 
part of the scaffolding of useful human 
knowledge, that one often needs to wait 
for the opposition party to bring about 
that which the incumbent party would be 
most naturally expected to do. In Great 
Britain, only the Labor Party, when all is 
said and done, will be able to control the 
labor unions. In the United States, only 
the Democratic Party could make a lit­ 
tle progress toward flattening the steep­ 
ly progressive income tax rates. 
When Richard Nixon took office in 
1969. that part of America that supplies 
the most vocal concern for military 
preparedness, checked out for a long, 
long vacation, even as m onetarists would 
tend to take off for a few years’ vacation 
if Milton Friedm an were named head of 
the Federal Reserve Board. Nixon’s 
preoccupation, however, was with the 
Vietnam War, and then with big-thinking 
his way about the world bringing us a 
generation of peace and, in China, a 
domesticated Chairman Mao. 
Occasionally you would hear it from 
insiders that Congress was not prepared 
to go along with any increase in defense 
spending But the argum ents were cir­ 
cular. Congress didn’t want to spend 
m ore because the people w ere un­ 
concerned because they assumed Nixon 
was looking after them. 
Jimmy C arter has a historic oppor­ 
tunity. He could sound the tocsin more 
resonantly than anyone. Otherwise, to 
quote General Keegan, we will be "in­ 
viting the very thing, the very condition 
which (we have) aimed at preventing — 
the gestation of global conflict." 


HONG KONG—It was a map of an ob­ 
scure stretch of the Chinese-Russian 
border that finally persuaded Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger to open the door 
to China 
Although then-President Richard Nix­ 
on had raised the idea. Kissinger didn’t 
think seriously about a 
detente with China un­ 
til shooting broke out 
between Chinese and 
Russian border troops 
back in March. 1969. 
The in c id e n t o c ­ 
cu rred on C henpao 
Island in the Ussuri 
R iver, which flows 
between Soviet Siberia 
an d 
C h in e s e 
Manchuria. Kissinger 
called for a map of the 
area He noticed that 
the clash had occurred 
five m ile s from a 
Soviet railhead but 50 
miles from a Chinese 
terminal, he told us. 
Kissinger immediately concluded that 
the Chinese would never have provoked 
an incident so far from their supply line 
He decided, therefore, that the Russians 
had started the shooting and that the 
Chinese would welcome a U S. approach. 


Today, the 5.000-mile border is quiet 
but tense The intelligence reports are 
conflicting about the degree of hostility 
between Chinese and Russian border 
troops. Apparently, this depends largely 
upon the local commanders. But no 
serious incidents have been reported in 
the past few months 


The best U S 
estim ate is that the 
Soviets have 45 divisions, seven of them 
arm ored, on their Chinese frontier. 
Several menacing air and missile units 
are also deployed along the border. The 
total Soviet force facing China is es­ 
timated at 800.000 
According to our sources, the Chinese 
don't consider this to be a large enough 
force to invade China They believe the 
Soviets would have to transfer troops 
from the European front. TTiis could be 
detected by satellites, the Chinese 
believe, in time for them to strengthen 
their delenses 


In the opinion of U.S. experts, the 
Chinese* would be no match for the Rus­ 
sians on the battlefield 
The Chinese 
would be forced to fight largely with ob­ 
solescent weapons — rtcoilless rifles 
against tanks, inferior fighter planes 
against modem MIG-823s, m asses of in­ 
fantry against machines. 
The Chinese have tested nuclear 
devices, with a four-megaton bang. But 
the ballistic missiles available to deliver 
the nuclear warheads are a decade 
behind the Soviet models 
N evertheless, 
the C hinese com ­ 
manders reportedly believe that the old 
strategies, which Mao Tse-tung used to 
win i\\e mainland, would defeat an in­ 
vading torce. Mao looked upon the 
Chinese populace as a sea which, in the 
end. would drown the invaders. By his 
book, the Chinese would draw the enemy 
forces deep into the sea and then

overwhelm them with humanity. 
Mao summed up his battlefield tactics 
succinctly in these words: "Enem y ad­ 
vances. we retreat. Enemy halts, we 
harass. Enemy tires, we attack. Enemy 
retreats, we pursue.” 


U.S. m ilitary strategists are skeptical, 
however, that the Soviets would mount 
the kind of invasion the Chinese are an­ 
ticipating. In any war between the two 
Communist titans, it is more likely that 
the Soviets would use their superior mis­ 
sile power to wipe out China’s nuclear 
capability. 


The only possible invasion, in the opi­ 
nion of these experts, would be a 
“ surgical s trik e " ag ain st specific 
targets Under an umbrella of planes and 
behind a spearhead of tanks, the Soviets 
might drive against Sinkiang’s nuclear 
facilities or M anchuria’s industrial 
centers. 


A confidential intelligence analysis 
suggests, meanwhile, that the Chinese 
commanders hope to avoid a m ilitary 
confrontation with Russia. This attitude 
could lead eventually to a Sino-Soviet 
detente For it is now clear that the new 
government in Peking is backed by the 
army. 


In fact, our sources contend that the 
real power in Peking is held by the senior 
military commanders. TTiey played a 
pivotal part in the arrest of Chiang 
Ching. the widow of Mao Tse-tung. and 
three other Maoists in the Politburo. Our 
sources have gone so far as to describe 
the event as a "m ilitary coup." 


It was executed by Che n Hsi-lien, the 
commander of the Peking garrison, who

is now regarded by our sources as the 
m ost pow erful m an in C hina. His 
superior. Defense Minister Yeh Chien- 
ying. is in poor health and, therefore, is 
more of a front man. 


The arm y anticipated a possible upris­ 
ing after the October 6 move against the 
"gang of four." as Madame Chiang and 
her three cohorts are now called. 'Hiey 
controlled the m ilitia, which could have 
been called into the streets. 
T he m o st d a n g e ro u s sp o t w as 
Shanghai, the stronghold of the Maoists. 
So Shanghai party leader Ma Tien-shui 
and Shanghai garrison commander Chou 
Chu-lin were summoned to Peking. They 
suspected foul play and arranged a code 
to alert their colleagues. A telephone call 
from Peking complaining of a “ stomach 
ache" would mean the pragm atists had 
taken control. A call about a "heart at­ 
tack" would mean the Maoist leaders 
were in serious trouble. 
According 
to clandestine reports 
reaching Hong Kong, both calls were 
made The Shanghai leaders called a 
secret meeting after midnight on Oc­ 
tober 8 Orders went out to mobilize 
30.000 militiamen and arm them with 
guns in ste ad of th e ir c u sto m a ry 
truncheons They also planned to go on 
the air to announce that Shanghai was in 
revolt against a "revisionist” takeover 
in Peking. 


But the leaders couldn’t agree on the 
final plans. Then th eir colleagues 
returned from Peking to report that it 
was too late. So the immediate danger in 
Shanghai was averted. 
The arm y, meanwhile, has been forced 
to impose m artial law in other areas.

to the "P robe" article 
and in one, vowed that he would ask the 
attorney general to investigate and pur­ 
sue charges of libel and slander against 
the publication — win or lose. 
Well, our letter w riter asked, what 
happened? 
We got on the phone the other day to 
Bob Lilley and asked him. 
Lilley said that he did file a letter to 
the attorney general and that the at­ 
torney general did answer. 'Die top law 
enforcement officer of the state told him 
simply that it was a m atter for the 
county district attorney. 
"In my letter," Lilley commented, “ I 
explained that because of the political 
nature of the investigation, it seemed 
wiser that the attorney general in­ 
vestigate rather than the county of­ 
ficial."

county district attorney to investigate, 
Lilley replied it would be of no use. 
"H e’ll just say that the m atter should 
be investigated by the attorney general,” 
Lilley said 
As to the libel and slander action 
against the newspaper, Lilley said he had 
officially demanded a retraction from 
the newspaper as required by state libel 
laws. The newspaper had 60 days to 
retract but never did. 'Hiis now allows 
Lilley to proceed with libel action within 
one year. 
Lilley says if he goes ahead, it will no 
doubt cost several thousand dollars to in­ 
vestigate true ownership of the publica­ 
tion and other m atters proving malice.

Limited wars, 
unwinnable

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Like 
President Ford’s policymakers, the men 
Mr. C arter has chosen for foreign affairs 
and defense, almost without exception, 
were schooled in a concept dominant 
since World War II: Wars are not win- 
nable. 
This belief led to our experiment with 
limited w ars in Korea 
and in South Vietnam 
— to collapse in Saigon 
an d to c o n t i n u e d 
dangerous uncertain 
b u b b l i n g 
on 
t h e 
Korean penninsula. 
Even more serious­ 
ly, this policy has 
d o m i n a t e d 
o u r 
s t r a t e g i c 
d e f e n s e 
buildup. That is it has 
led to the concept that 
our arm s have one aim 
and one aim only — 
the prevention of war. 
Our thinking is based 
on the belief t ha t 
nuclear war, once it 
starts, is not only un­ 
winnable, but unthinkable. 
Anyone in his right mind must agree 
that prevention of w ar must be our 
paramount aim. But once we add the 
belief that a nuclear conflict is unwin­ 
nable, and so tailor our forces, we invite 
war. 
If our forces are not designed for vic­ 
tory — only to threaten destruction — 
and if the opponent’s are designed for 
winning regardless of the destruction in­ 
volved. this is an open invitation to a 
power-minded totalitarian state. 
There’s another basic flaw in our logic. 
We assume that whoever is running Rus­ 
sia at any particular moment will be 
moved by the sam e reasoning and 
worries we face. And by the same con­ 
cern over loss of life and property. 
We have, therefore assumed that if 
this country has a nuclear force large 
enough to withstand a Soviet first strike 
and retaliate, destroying a significant 
percentage of the Soviet population and 
Soviet industry, the Kremlin will back 
away from war. 
Our planners as a result are greatly in­ 
fluenced by reports the mass-evacuation 
civil defense program s of the Soviet 
Union are largely paper plans, unlikely 
to be workable in an emergency. 
I submit that this is false logic. Viet­ 
namese Communist leader Ho Chi Minh 
demonstrated in the war against the 
French, in the political and economic 
programs he fostered and in the fighting 
against the South Vietnam ese and 
ourselves that he would risk any loss of 
life and of property if necessary to 
achieve his aims. 
History teaches us also that the Soviet 
Union does not regard the lives of or­ 
dinary citizens as democracies do. To 
achieve economic objectives, they have 
allowed millions to starve. To achieve 
political goals, they have eliminated or 
imprisoned virtually for life untold 
numbers of their citizenry. 
What our planners ignore in their com­ 
forting reports on the ineffectiveness of 
Soviet m ass evacuation programs, is 
that these same plans call for thorough 
protection for selected officials, essen­ 
tial production workers and for key 
military defense personnel. 
The data suggests, in fact, that the 
Soviet Union could survive a nuclear war 
with sizable powers of recuperation 
though with a decimated population. 
This is not to suggest Leonid Brezhnev 
and his associates are planning a nuclear 
war. They have, to date, shown great 
caution It is more likely they will use 
their new strengh as an umbrella to give 
them more leeway in Africa, the Middle 
East. Asia and Latin America — believ­ 
ing that we will not stand firm if the odds 
are clearly against our own survival in a 
showdown 
But in a totalitarian system, it is im­ 
possible to foresee who will rule next 
year, or 10 years down the pike. 
In sum. we don’t know what the even­ 
tual Russian goal is. But we do know that 
at present they’re building more than 
they required for purely defensive pur­ 
poses
